Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Re claims 1 and 6. Applicant argued that Dohjo does not teach a 
high melting point metal used for a signal line and does not mention the term "contact resistance." The Examiner 
disagrees since Dohjo suggests a high melting point metal such as Mo, Ta or its alloys for the signal line in col. 7, lines 
28-37 and it is inherent that the nature of the contact resistance problem can be prevented with the high melting point 
metal. Re claims 17 and 18, Applicant argued that Dohjo does not show a grid or ladder like shape for either of the 
scanning line or the extended scanning line and for either the collected auxiliary capacitance line or the extended 
auxiliary capacitance line. The Examiner will reconsider and do more seach for claims 17 and 18 after receiving an 
official respond to the last office action from Applicant . 
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
